 3. Discussion/Approval for purchase of truck for the fire department  

 

 Discussion: 

 

 Mayor Winchester asked Fire Chief Brian Tucker to brief the council on the need 
for the truck.   

 
 Chief Tucker told the council the truck was a 2004 Silverado 4X4 pickup with 

crew cab and a long wheel base for a purchase price of $15,500.  The vehicle was 
found through the state’s surplus property program.  The pickup will be used for 
brush fires and other similar tasks.  The money to pay for the pickup will be taken 
from other lines items of the fire department budget and the fire car will be sold to 
pay for the pickup.

Motion was made by Councilperson Adkins, seconded by Councilperson Davis, 
to permit the fire department to purchase the 2004 Silverado pickup truck from 
the state surplus in the amount not to exceed $15,500.00.
